Kis ww: mote than three years 
sinco the necessity for a Court ot Ap- 
peal was felt) in this section of the 
Colony.. It is more than six years 
since we strongly advocated the es- 
tablishment of such a Court on - the 
Mainland. During the period that 
has elapsed, tlie public have not been 
left- without practical illustration of 
- the necessity for such a Court. Dur- 
jing two sessions of the Legislature 
attempts were made by the unofficial 
members to give effect to matured 
public opinion: by making provision 
"for the establishment of a Court of 
Appeal. On that, as on other occas- 
ions, however, Downing-street dicta- 
_ tion prevailed; and the Honse was. 

compelled, much against its judgment, 
to compromise the matter by accept- 

ing an imperfect measure. _ That 
" measure confirmed the Judges in their 
positions and perpetuated the anom- 
_aly of two distinct systems of Judi- 
-- ciary in the two sections‘of the Colo- 
ny. It-was the ninth section of that 
Ordinance which was held out as a 
‘bid for unofficial votes. It reads 2s 
follows :— Sh ee 

“Either of the said Chief Justices 
may, at the request of the othr 
Chief Justice, assist such other Chief 
“Justice in hearing and determining. 
all cases, civil. and criminal, which 
such last-mentioned Chief Justice 
might. have heard and determined, 
and for that purpdse theChief Justice 
for the time being rendering such 
assistance, shall have and exercise all 
the powers, authorities, and jurisdic- 
tion, which the Chief Justice to whom 
such assistance is rendered has and 
exercises, and he may sit either sepa- 
ratély or together with the last-men- 
tioned Chief Justice, as shall scem 
best to the said two Chief Justices 
for the due administration of justice.”

The Church of England, although 
comprising the entire population, and 
supported: by tithes drawn from the 
whole, now holds but a divided em- 
pire over the twenty millions of her 
population. None of the dissenting 
denominations can compare with her, 
however, in numbers, wealth and _in- 
fluence. Her church accommodations 
are 5,317,815, and her estimated 
church ‘attendants are 3,773,475, 
while the accommodations of all the 
others combided- amount to 4,894,- 
648, and their estimated aggre- 
gate attendints to 3,487,556. 
Her membership is probably twelve 
to fifteen millions, and her revenue 
from twenty-five to thirty millions of 
dollars in gold. 

The Presbyterian Church stands 
among the great churches of the 
world, both in the number and charac- 
ter of the population nominally. em- 
bracing it. There are three and a half 
millions in Great Britain, prineipally 
in Seotland and Ireland, two millions 
in Holland, one and a_.half millions 
in Protestant Switzerland, and two 
millions im Austria and Ryssia. In 
Canada, Australia, and the Dutch 
Colonies, there are possibby half a 
million more, and in this country 
fairly three millions of the popula- 
tion may be reckoned to the different 
Presbyterian branches; making a 
Presbyterian population in the world 
of fourteen millions, nearly one-sev- 
enth ofthe entire Protestant popula- 
ticn. Ifto these are added the four- 
‘| teen millions of the United Evange- 
lical Chureh of Prussia and the Ger- 
man States, which is Presbyterian in 
form, we should have a total of 28,- 
000,000,.—the greatest numerical follow- 
ing of any of the Protestant forms © 
polity and belief. In the established 
Church of Prussia, it is second to the 
Anglican, among organized denomi- 
ngtions.—American Presbyterian.

_ Cholera has broken out with great 
virulence at Bathurst, the seat of the 
government in Gambia, a British Co- 
lony in Western’ Africa. Admiral 
Patey, the adminstrator of the Gov-

deaths had occurred-in eleven days, a 
pretty large rate for a population of 
4000.

The heir-pre- 
sumptive of the Italian Crown will 
represent King Victor Emanuel ; the 
King of Prussia will send a member 
of the Royal family ; and the Prince 
of Wales will represent Queen Vic- 
toria. ‘ 


It would appear to be necessary 
to administer another chastisement 
to the Abyssinians ; but whether the 
British Government will care to re- 
peat so soon so very, expensive an 
operation as that which brought the 
late proud Theodore to the ground, 
and brought so much glory (!) to the 
National Armes, remains “ an open 
question.”

trate and wealthy colliery proprietor, 
who went on a shooting excursion 
to Abyssinia, some months ago, has 
been murdered by the natives to- 
gether with his wife and. child. His 
servants and two. missionaries are 
said also to bave been murdered at 
the same time. —= ~ 

The impression has gained ground 
in. some quarters that Mr. Musgrave 


is still in Newfoundland, and in al- 


probability will remain there until 
that province is Confederated. This 
impression has not the slightest fuun— 
dation in fact. There is every rea- 
son- for believing that Mr. Musgrave 
is onhis way out, and he may ar+ 
rive here almost, any day. Theonly 
reference to the subject in Eastern 
exchanges is a paragraph in. the 
Toronto Globe ot the 17th June, and 
which reached us last week. We 
did not allude to it at that time, be- 
cause we considered it quite unimport- 
ant ; but, inasmuch as-an entirely in< 
correct version has attained publicity 
it may; be well to publish the para: 
praph in question. After noticing 
the death of Governor Seymour and 
the appointment of Mr. - Musgrave, 
our transxcontinental contemperary 
says. 

“In consequence of Mr. Mus. 
grave’s approaching departure, . Mr. 
Carter, Attorney-General of New~ 
foundland, who was on a visit to 
Ottawa, has been called ‘home. He 
sails by the Nestorian from Quebec 
on.Saturday.” 


Now it is plain that if the above 
justifies the ‘inference that Mr. Must 
grave was, at Newfoundland when 
he received the appointment it surely 
equally justifies the inference that he 
would leave the -province at ence. 
On the 14th June Mr. Hankin tele. 
graphed to Lord Granville the death 
of: Governor Seymour, and - in rather 
less than twenty-four hours he was 
in receipt of his Lordship’s reply, 
announcing the appointment of Mr. 
Musgrave, and stating that he would 
leave immediately. There. is reason 
for thinking that|Mr. Musgrave was 
in London at the time ; but whether 
in‘ondon or Newfoundland, one thing 
would appear to be perfettly clear, 
and that is that he would leave im- 
mediately for this Colony.
